Early in 1910, Rev. J. J. Reiss, 
Stanley N. Insley and Rasmus 
Hanson, realizing the lack of facil- 
iites for the care of the sick and 
injured of this area, conceived the 
idea of a community hospital. 
Mr. Hanson headed the list of con- 
tributors which was followed by 
many generous people of Grayling 
and surrounding counties by which 
the project .avas made possible. 
Dr. Q...Palmer donated the site 
for the hospital building, other 
property was donated T&teér. 

On May 28, 1910, the contract 
was signed by Pratt & Koeppe of 
Bay City, Michigan. Grounds 
were then broken for the building 
of the frame structure at a cost of 
about $25,000.00. 

_ Itswas decided by the original 
Board of Trustees that the insti- 
tution would be turned over to 
the Sisters of Mercy, then located 
in Big Rapids, Michigan. Due to 
-the sudden death of Sister Mary 
Clare Sheehan, who was to be the 
first superintendent of Mercy 
Hospital, the opening was delayed 
until May 16, 1911. Three sisters 
came to take over the management 
of the hospital—Sister M. Verof- 
ica O’Cannell, R. S. M., superin- 
tendent with Sister M. Philip 
Fitzgerald, R S. M., and Sister M. 
Claver Bishop, R. 8. M. The hos- 
pital was then incorporated under 
the law of the State of Michigan. 
Upon their arrival they spent the 
evening preparing for the first

Four Proposals
